French Communists aren't too sure 
thai.

Those leaders and their .suc- 


cessors have improved the lot of

Yel today, if lll° sum ()I reports 
from Russia is to be trusted, the 
people are living in a rather unfruit- 
ful present on hopes and promises 
of a better future, jusl as Ihey have 
for the last ail years.
